SIX MONTHS FOR 
STEALING FURS 


Charles Lawson Found Guilty in 
District Court This Morning 
and Sentenced 


That in appropriating goods to his 
own use which he knew had been stol- 
en, he was guilty of theft, was the de-

He appealed 
strongly to the Railway Commisison 
for relief and said if it were not given 
he would be forced out of business.

LIGHT DISTRICT 


Commissioners Give Order to 
Chief Lancy to Exterminate Un- 
desirables in North End 


ASK MOUNTED POLICE 


For Aid As Colony Is Outside of 
‘City Limits—Fairview and 
Norwood Complain 


At last a move has been started to 
wipe out the red light district just 
north of the city. 

The following is the full text of the 
order issued to the chief of police 
this morning by the city commission- 
ers. 

“Referring to your letter of the 1st 
inst, calling our attention to the trou- 
ble arising from the existence of a col- 
ony of sporting houses just north of 
the city, we beg to state that condi- 
tions such as reported by you can- 
not be tolerated and should be sup- 
pressed without delay. Please take 
the mattter up with the R.N.W.M.P. 
authorities in accordance with your 
suggestion, and take all other neces- 
sary action in the matter and report 
progress.” 

The order was issued as a result 
of a complaint made by Chief of 
Police Lancy, to the effect that the 
existence of the red light district was 
a source of great inconvenience and 
danger to the residents ‘of Fairview 
and Norwood, The citizens of that 
part of the city stated to the chic! that 
they were frequently bothered — at 
night time by strange men, the ma- 
jority of them intoxicated. 

The road to the red light district 
runs through Norwood and Fairview, 
and the residents along the route are 
continually being disturbed by the 
revelry, shouting, singing, and general 
carousing of intoxicated men, driving 
past. Besides a great many frequent- 
ers use the street cars to Alberta av- 
enue, and they are mostly intoxicat- 
ed. : 

Under the circumstances tt hief 
fecls it his duty to recommend ¢ 
seme action be taken towards having 
the houses of ill-fame removed, He 
svggests as an alternative that he be 
#iven authority to emptoy extra con- 
stables in order that the Nerwooil 
anc Fairview districts meh: be more 
effectually patrolled. © However, he 
does not favor the latter, but cadyo- 
cates the complete abolition of the 
red light district as the only way out 
of the difficulty. 

At the present time the police de- 
partment and the citizens have to put 
up with all the disorderly aggregation 
without having the advantage of con- 
trolling the district, and Chief Lan- 
cy feels that if representations were 
made to the mounted police to the 
effect that the city

Pastor of Pittsburg Church Put 
Boy and Girl on the Auc- 
tion Block 


HIS POVERTY WAS CAUSE 


{Crowd Nearly Mobbed Him and 


Congregation Refuses to 
Recognize Him 


Pittsburg, Pa., Sept. 23—There was 
near rioting at Circleville, Pa., last 
evening when the Rev. Thomas G. 
Joord, pastor of the Wylie avenue 
Baptist church, Pitsburg, after adver 
tising that he would sell two children 
to the highest bidder made an effott 
to auction the children off. The min- 
ister never got an opportunity to fin- 
ish the sale as one thonsand persons 
protested and he was nearly mobbed. 

Matters were no better this morning 
when the Rev. Mr. Boord appeared in 
his pulpit in Pittsburg, for he was 
subjected t o many slurs from his 
congregation, many of whom would 
listen to no explanation. 

Late yesterday the following clreu- 
iar was passed about Circleville which 
is the home village of the Rev. Mr. 
Boord: 

“Auction tonight. The undersigned 

will sell at public auction his two 

children, as hereinafter described, 

“One boy, 7 years old, fair com- 
plexion, weighs forty-five pounds, 
strong body and mind. Never has 

been to school, but would make a 

competent newsboy and would be 

able to earn good wages in three 
years. Would be great support to 
the buyer in less than eight years. 

“One girl, aged 10 years, dark 


complexion, weighs fifty-three 
pounds. Has had four years’ 
schooling. Was the youngest pu- 


pil in her class. Can execute any 
household duties, such as plain sew- 
ing and cooking, dish washing, ete. 
For a child's nurse canot be ex- 


celled. Will be cetmpetent to keep 
an ordinary house in six years 
time. 

“The sale will take place at the 


corner of Third and Main streets at 

7.30. Terms and conditions of sale 

and reasons for selling will be_made 

known before the sale begins. The 
purchaser must be a good moral 
person.” 

At the appointed time the minister 
appeared with the two children and 
made the explanation that he had 
five children and was not able to 
support them—that he wanted to sell 
two in order to keep the other three. 
Some persons in the crowd became 
abusive and Boord finally announced 
the postponement of the auction.

MR. FISHER’S LETTER © 
TO THE CANADIAN MAIL 
Tells of Condition of the Crops in 
the Edmonton District— 
Report Good 


Pot 
retary of the board of trade, appears 
in a recent issue of the Canadian Mail, 


A letter from Mr. Fisher, sec- 


an English publication ovhich deals 
with Canadian affairs and furnishes 


Canadian news to forty-cight different 
journals, in which this Edmonton let- 
ter will be published. The letter is as 
follows: 

The series of crop reports obtained 
by this oflice for the information of 
our members and others interested, 
which ‘have been snt out in detail from 
tim to time, is now practically com- 
pleted. These reports covered a ter- 
ritory extending about seventy-five to 
one hundred miles from Edmonton in 


indicative of conditions throughout 
the great mixed farming area tributary 
to Edmonton. 

The inspection of the crops, which 
Was done principally by automobile, 
was performed largely by an official of 
the Provincial Department of Agricul- 
ture, and was done carefully and thor- 
oughly. There is little doubt that 
threshing returns when available, will 
show that the estimates of crop yields 
made by our examiners, were made 
very conservatively, 

The information obtained may be 
bricfly summarized as follows: 

Winter wheat—In most districts 
visited this crop was found to be in 
very fine condition The straw was 
of fair length, well headed, and thick 
on the ground. Only in very few in- 
stances were fields seen. which could 
be described as poor and there were 
no failures, Altogether, winter wheat 
will prove at least a full average crop, 
probably somewhat more, Harvesting 
of this crop commenced last week and 
is now general. 

Spring wheat—On the whole this 

crop has scarcely done as well as the 
winter wheat. 

While many magnificent fields were 
seen standing fence high and well- 
headed, it frequently happened — that 
immediately adjoining on exactly simi- 
lar soil, fields were seen where the 
crop was short and thin, the differ- 
ence apparently being a matter of cul- 
tivation. While no crops of spring 
wheat were observed which could be 
described as anything approaching a 
failure, many light crops were seen 
which will bring down the average 
somewhat, and it is probable that 
threshing returns will show the aver- 
age yield to be slightly blow the 
usual high average for the last ten 
years. A few crops of spring wheat are 
now being cut. buc harvesting of this 
grain will not be general for another 
week, 

Oats—The remarks made in regard 
to spring wheat are generally appli- 
cable to the oat crop also. While 
many fields were seen of — surprising 
length of straw and weight of head. 
some of which would yield at least 
75 bushels to the acre, other ficlds on 
adjoining land were observed which 
would not yield more than 30 bushels. 
The yield throughout the district is 
likely to prove about the average for 
the past few years, or possibly slighily 
below. A few fields of oats were em 
last week, but cutting will scarcely be 
general until after the middle of the 
month, 

Barley—This crop is particularly 
good as owing to the late date it is 
usually sowed, it benefitted Ao the ut- 
most by the rains which commenced 
somewhat late. The barley fields seen 
were almost uniformly good; a poor 
crop of barley was quite the excep-! 
tio It is estimated that the yield 
of barley throughout the entire dis- 
trict is likly to be above the average. 
The barley harvest is now general, 

Hay crops—Cultivated grasses suf- 
fered somewhat, owing to the rains be- 
ing late in coming. While there was 
a good healthy growth of timothy and 
alfalfa throughout the season, yet 
the growth was much lighter than 
would have been the case had there 
been more rain in the early summer. 
Im consequence only a fair crop has 
ben harvested. While the heavy 
yields usually obtained in this district 
were not to be seen, in no case were 
thse crops anywhere near a failure. 
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Our farmrs will all have ample hay 
for their own needs and there will he 
a considerable surplus for sale at high 
figures, for shipments to other parts 
of the West. 

Wild hay generally speaking js 
somewhat lighter than usual but there 
is ample for all purposes, and in the 
newer districts particularly a large 
yield has ben obtained. and in the 
outlying settlements large quantities 
of wild hay will be left standing unen, 

Throughout the entire district, pas- 
ture was found to be rich and Jusuri 
ant and taken altogether cattle ar 
probably in, better shape than in any 
previous season. 5

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England to New Canada 


An Intimate Account of an Old Countryman’s Trip to the Dominion— 
What He Saw, What He Did, and His Companions 


(BY AN ENGLISHMAN IN EDMONTON.) 


‘Time flies—it seems to me but yes- 
terday that I was within the great met- 
ropolis, London, England. I 
think what made me come to Canada. 
Well, it was like this: I held the usual 
position of “quill driver” in a large 
business office where promotion is 


often 


very slow and not at all sure, and just 
when I thought I was going to get a 
step higher up the ladder, it was to 
find that Twas too young to Hold tlie 
positon, and an older man was placed 


over me. , This was to much,coming, 
as it did, after months of hard work, 
and I] decided I would try my luck 
further afield. With this idea in my 
head, I started to make inquiries, 
and many times did I hear that ld- 
monton, Alta, was the “Gateway of 
the Last Great West.” I called on two 
old friends, and the topic soon turned 
to Canada, and its openings—they had 
had their eyes on Canada for some 
time past. Well, in the end, the 
three of us decided to take our chance 
in the “Great West.” Since we 
had arrived at this decision we were 
not long in making up our minds when 
and how to go. Within a month of 
our meeting to which I have referred 
we were under way. Then the jour: 
ney— 

To start with we had to get our 
“fit out” as we were advised that wear- 
ing apparel was pretty expensive in 
that part of the globe. When we had 

nude what we thought the necessary 
purchases, we visited the London of- 
fice of the C. P, R. and were very 
well recetved at the hands of that 
company’s agent, and provided with 


1 a few good hints, which were very 


acceptable to a Londoner born and 
bred, and who had not travelled fur- 
ther than the English coast with pre- 
haps a short week end trip to “gay 


Varis.” 
In due course our passages were 
booked. Then came the time that all 


iny fellow-countrymen will agzee with 
me that it is with a feeling of creat 
roiet when this is atover. Jt is not 
avogether pleasant to anyone con- 
cerned, However, we got all our 
things together and left London at 
8.00 in the morning, arriving at Liver- 
pool at'2 p.m. 

What a journey! Nothiie mich 
happened after about twenty of 
our united relations and friends met 
to give us “Bon Voyage.” At Liver- 
pool we were escorted to the ship- 
ping office by the agent of the C. P. 
R. who also informed us that it would 
he to our advantage to have the great- 
er part of our money changed tito 
dollars and cents before leaving tlre 
old country. This we did and looked 
for the first time on the “Almighty 
Dollar” bill of which we had heard 
so much and seen so little. 

This done we made our way to the 
hoat, first of all purchasing «@ few

Personally, I had to 
purchase a rug, having left mine at 
home in the excitement of leaving that 
morning. When we got to the docks 
we saw the fine vessel that was to 
convey us. on our way to our new 
sphere of life. We passed on board 
safely, evidently looked upon as sat- 
isfactory emigrants by the doctors 
who stood on the gangway. 


One old friend of mine came as far 
as the gangway with me and there 
I was glad then 
there were no others to 


we said farewell.

“Goodbye” to and I could see from 
hundreds of others that when it came 
to parting at the ship’s side or even 
on board, the scenes were very sad. 
Once on board we soon got below and 
located our cabin which was amid- 
ships. I might say that we were trav- 
elling second class. After having 
seen our luggage safely aboard and 
managing after a good deal of dint 
of energy to extricate our several pos- 
sessions from a mountain of bags, 
and boxes of all kinds, we got it down 
below by degrees. 


Soon we were off, and we three 
just stood and watched Liverpool 
gradually disappear. It didn’t worry 
us much though, our minds were fixed 
on the future. 


Our trip on the water from Liver- 
pool to Halifax, N.S., was certainly 
something to remember. Lverything 
was as good as anyone could wish for 
and it is in this respect that a word 
of praise could rightly be given to 
the owners of the White Star Domin- 
ion Line. 

After chatting the matter over, we 
decided that we should be at the sec- 
ond sitting for’ meals, as the first 
sitting would necessitate our getting 
up too early in the morning! 

Our cabin mate was another young 
fellow going west as far as Vancou- 
ver to his brother on a fruit) farm. 
We soon got to be the best of pals 
and as aresult had many a good time 
in that Cabin No. q2. I have often 
heard it said that the first day on 
hoard ship everyone is quiet and it 
isa case of strangers, the second day 
you meet each other so to speak, and 
by the third day you are all friends. 
So it was in our case, and after the 
third day there were many seats va- 
cant at dinner time. Although more 
of us had been for a longer sea trip 
than the English Channel affords, yet 
we did not miss a single nieal and, 
my word, how we did eat! 

Strange things happen on board 
ship. We were four days out of Liv- 
erpool when I met aman and his wife 
who came from the same town as | 
did. Needless to say we found plenty 
to talk about. 

Time passed pretty quickly, al- 
though the trip was a slow one—it 
took us nine days from port to port. 


The weather was very good to us. 
Abuot a dozen young fellows used to 
meet amidships and hold an informal 
concert at al hours of the day, and 
night as well, until the deck steward, 
nicely, but firmly requested us to ad- 
jorun to our bunks. We had some 
very good talent on board so it 
was decided that there should ‘be a 
grand concert held in the saloon. I 
was chosen to organize the thing: and 

1 must say that every help was given 
me both by my fellow pasengers and 
the ship’s officers. hTe programmes 
were printed on board and sold at six 
pence each. We had a crowded house 
with the result that it was found nec- 
essary to repeat the programme in 
the second saloon. The day after the 
caicert, at which the ship’s doctor oc- 
cupied the chair, I handed the steward 
£6 6s 6d, and received his receipt for 
this amount, which was handed over 
to help swell the funds of that excel- 
lent institution, “The Seaman's Or- 
phanage.” 

We arrived at Halifax at 9.30 a.m. 
Then our troubles began. When we 
had pased through the immigration 
authorities we had the customs to face 
and many were the funny incidents 
whihe we witnessed. Luckily we got 
through without any trouble. The 
train did not leave till 5 p.m. so we 
had time to have a look around. How 
“green” we must have looked. Every- 
thing was new to us and we took in 
every little incident. One which 
comes to my mind very easily, was 
that of a baker’s cart being driven 
across the rails in the station depot. 
It looked as df the thing were bound 
to turn over, but, no, the man had 
evidently taken that short cut many 
times L:fore. We had a look around 
the docks and started trying to com- 

pare them with the docks on the 
Thames, 

Repeated inquiries at the station 
elicted.the fact that our train would 
leave at 5 p.m. [t really left at 7.30. 
We managed to board the train and 
so got in touch with our new quarters 
in which we were to travel through 
over 2,000 miles of country, 

There was a great crowd of us from 
the boat who were going west and 
after interviewing the train master 
and having prepared a list. of forty-five 
We got a carriage to ourselves. 

Just fancy one of those long car- 
riages filled with folk, all from the 
old country, and all from the same 
boat. We had a great time. We 
three had come pretty well prepared 
for this long train journey. 1 ought 
to mention that we were travelling by 
colonist tickets, so we had to look af- 
ter ourselves as regards meals. 

We were off at last, bound for dif- 
ferent spots all over the Dominion of 
Canada. We were impressed with 
everything we saw and heard. ‘To 
travel, and in such a country as this 
Canada, means to broaden one’s mind 


and it lets one know that England is 
not the only place on the map. 


It was really great fun getting meals 
and clearing away afterwards. = If 
anyone had told me that I was going 


to experience this “batching” busi- 
ness on board train, I think I should 
have laughed. But here we were in 
grim earnest, and I must confess 1 
enjoyed it. Although we had five 
whole days on the train, the time soon 
passed and what with the lovely scen- 
ery through which we passed, playing 
cards, talking over old times and of 
the future, we found something to oc- 
cupy our minds. It was when we got 
to Calgary that it began to tire on 
us.

THOD OF STOPPING WAR 


Maurice Hewlett Suggests That If Germany and England Should Declare War 
All Workmen Should Strike, and War Would be Impossible 


A few weeks ago an otherwise aull 
and drab conference of the “Peace 
Party’ in London was “lit up” and 
nade noticeable by a short speech de- 
livered by Maurice Hewlett, the nov- 
clist. who declared that there was a 
means by which a war between Greiat 
Gritain and Germany could be render- 
ud impossible—and he feared there 
was no other way but the one he had 
in mind, He said that war would be 
rendered impossible if, on its near 
approach, the workingmen of both 
countries declared a general strike 
and refused to countenance a struggle 
that would be conducted at their ex- 
pense and in which their sons would 
march to death, The speech made a 
sensation, although it was not the first 
time that Maurice Hewlett has advan- 
ced these views. But he seemed on 
this oceasion to have spoken at the 
psychological moment. Since then 
hw has written in the London Chroni- 
cle his argument in an orderly way, 
nnd his views are worth considering 
indeed, must be considered. 

‘Schemes for restriction of arma 
werts,” he says, “such as that pre: 
peunded of late by the Germt 1 newes- 
paper press, creditable enoaga to the 
Leart, do small honor to tHe inteit: 
esice of their movers. Such things 


are pastimes for peace congresses: the 
ridding our earth of warmongery 
needs sterner measures. ‘The time is 
certainly coming when these will be 
taken, when the governed will dis- 
cover the incurable stupidity of their 
governors, and put the hand down, 
‘You intend for war?’ they will ask 
these plain, indistinguishable, unre- 
markable persons. ‘You stint us and 
starve us? You pile armamaents?:*You 
deliver ultimatums, aim for London 
or Rerlin? Enough of it. War shail 
not erie.” 

“Tf ever such a stroke can be dealt 
that the pestilence of war be abated 
in Europe suddenly and finally, it wil 
he dealt by the working class. No 
other can do it: not the aristocracy, 
for by their caste they may not; nor 
the bureaucracy, for under their rules 
they will not; nor kings, for they are 
negligible in these days; not the 
Church, for that serves Time, and has 
no other God but him; not  Parlia- 
ments nor Diets tor they serve rhe 
newspapers; nor the newspapers, for 
they serve themselves. It will be the 
working class, through its high organ- 
izations, which will impress” the 
courses by a threat, and by evidence 
of the power it has to execute its 
threat. The threat, which will be in- 


| ternational tn origin and in aim, will 
be of a strike in one or more direct- 
tions coincident with a declaration of 
war; and the evidence will be in the 
resolution of an international trades 
union congress, convened ad hoc, and 
carried without a dissentient voice. 
Should such a congress be summoned 
such a resolution be carried, these 
would probably be no war between 
Iuropean: powers, and if none then, 
there would never be one again. 

A Strike Against War. 

“T don’t think that more would be 
needed, but should war preparations 
go on in the teeth of such a resolu- 
tion, and the clamor and irritation 
needed to screw the two nations up 
to declaration pitch be continued by 
the newspapers, stronger steps might 
be necessary, and would no doubt be 
taken. The congress might then re- 
solve that the railwaynien in the two 
countries should stop work  automa- 
tically upon the declaration of war.
